The rules as to robes worn by British 
Judires are transmilted orally, and can 
not bo found in print. Scarlet is tho 
color for the judges sitting in banc 
on the first day of the term; also in 
banc on such days as appear with rod 
letters in the calendar. On circuit, at 
the opening of the conuiiissioii, scarlet 
robes are worn by both Judges, should 
Iwo be present. After the commiHsion 
is opened, the judge who sits in the 
Crown Court and tries prisoners con- 
tinues lo wear scarlet until all the 
prisoners are dealt with. Ho is hence 
termed by criminals "the red-gown 
judge." Tho judge who tries nisi 
prius cases removes his scarlet, puts on 
black, and is called "the black-gown 
juiige." Tho scarlet robes worn in 
winter in town and on circuit, wdielhor 
in summer or winter, are trimmed 
with ermine, but in town in summer 
those robes are trimmed with gray silk. 
Whon on circuit, tho senior or "red- 
gown judge" sits in tho Crown Court 
aL ihe lirsl town on the circuit, wdiilo 
the junior judge tsikes nisi jiriiis cases; 
but at the ue.xt place "the red-gown 
judge" becomes "iho black-gown 
judge, "and so they idtoruate through- 
out tho circuit. On ordinary days tho 
judges sitting in banc wear dark blue 
or purple robes, which in winter are 
trimmed with ermino and in summer 
with bronze silk.

The operations at tho U niutilla have at 
last boon crowned with succeas.

MOUNT BAKER. 



The ^Adventures of li ■ Pafrty- 
AVlio Kcaclied Its Siiiuuiit. 



The Grand Si^ht IVith. the 
V World at Their Feet. 



About .a month ago an ascent of Mount 
Baker was made by five explorers, Messrs. 
S.L, Bates, Oliver Lynn-Graham, George 
Crossan, Frank Denahis and V. V. Lowe, 
One of those gentleman, Mr. Valontiue 
V. Lowe, has kindly furnishod ua with an 
account of this notable exploration, it be- 
ing only tho third attempt to ascend the 
majestic mountain which can ao ofton bo 
soon from Victoria. It is said that from 
no other point on the Sound, except Port 
Townsend, can Mount Baker be seen to 
better advantage than from Beacon Hill, 
Victoria. 

IT.KVIOt'S A'lTK.M PIS. 

In 1800 an attempt whs made to ascend 
thtt mountain by .Mn Bennett, Mr. Ten- 
uan£!!an& i/tr. Ooieln[ahV bu£''they failed to 

roach tho summit. Four years ago Mr. 
Colatnan and Mr. Tennant made another 
attempt and claim that they succeeded in 
getting to tho top from the northwest sido 
of the snowy dome, a record of which waa 
made in Harner's Monthly of Novombor, 
18C8. Many think this trip to have been 
a fraud, but Mr, Tennant, who is a well- 
known resident of Whatcom county, Wasli- 
iiigtou Tijrritory .a short time ago asserted 
that the tacts were as ehiiniod, and, more - 
over, stated tho top of tho snowy dciuio 
was about ten acres in extent. It is not 
known that any other trip was succuuaful- 
ly made until that of our party, who start- 
ed from Wiiatcom lake on the morniug of 
Juno Kith. From this point we will avail 
ourselves of thu words of our correspond- 
ent . 

riiK JofuN,'-;v ro thk .mou.ntaix, 
" Whatcom lake is a beautiful alicet o 
water twelve miles in extent and from one 
to three miles wide. Any steaiuur on tho 
Sound can ridu on its waters, as its doj)tli 
varies from six to four hundred foot. Its 
waters abound wilh the festive trout. It 
is but three miles from the commercial 
port that will grow up on Bollinghaiu 
Bay. On the morning in ijuestiou we 
started out in two small skiffs. Tho 
weather was stormy ,the waters of the lake 
were foaming and white caps wore visible 
everywhere; but we hugged tho shore 
closely and arrived at the other end of the 
lake in good order. With our packs on 
our backs weighing from sixty to seventy- 
live pounds to the man wu started out on 
a trail six miles to the south fork of the 
Noiitsack river. Half way to the river we 
came to a small lake whuro wh cumpod for 
thu night. A dozen delicious trout wore 
caught by several of the [)arty and sniukod 
over the camp lire. In the luorning wg 
started out fresh and buoyant aud passed 
through some of tho tinost bottom land at 
thu headquarters of the Samish that could 
be found in Whatcom county. Wo camo 
to tho Nootsack in tho afternoon, where 
wo camped. For almost two weeks wo 
followed tile windings of Iho rivur almost 
to the base of Mount Maker. .As we had 
more rain ihau sunshine we built four or 
live shake houses at different places on tho 
river tu camp in over night. Although 
they were of some use they did not save 
us from getting dronchod before inuriiiiig 
in a heavy shower. Half wiiy to tho 
mountain wo carao to a deserted Indian 
house which had in it somu cooking uten- 
sils and dried salmon. On thu outsido of 
the house were cut tho names of sovoral 
white mon who had boon there several 
years before. This houso was supposed to 
boat the head of canoe navigation. There 
are four canons along thu rivor, and we 
wore compelled in every instance to climb 
over thoni. In one of tho canons wo cauiu 
across some Indian bear traps, in one of 
which was a docomposod boar. Several 
of tho party pulled out his claws and I ob- 
tained his tiiaks as a meuientoof tho trip. 
To each camp we gave a name after some 
distinguishing trait in the country as we 
passed through. As we came near to tho 
Three Sisters we passed sovoral baro 
mountains that had ii red appearanco. It 
is supposed thoy contain quicksilver. 
Throo milos from the Sisters we discover- 
ed a fall which we called Bridal Veil Fulls. 
It appeared to be 000 foot high. At tho 
top it was iibout ten feet wide, but as it 
descended it widened out until it was 
about sixty feet wide at its base. It was 
a suocession of falls, probably fifteen alto- 
gether. Tho largest was something over 
seventy-live feet. When wo first saw 
it wo were spell-bound with rapture and 
amazement. Several of the party who 
had soon the Minnehaha Falls of Min- 
nesota claimed that the Bridal Veil ex- 
ceeded them in beauty and volume. Tho 
rivor branched out into forks as we ap- 
proached Mount Baker, We made a dotour 
up Olio of them to the Three Sisters whero 
we got thu 

KlUST (ILI.MI'SK OF MOUNT BAKBU, 

Ton miles away to thu north. We retraced 

our steps, as we had been going two miles 
out of our way to tho southeast. Wo 
followotl the right hand fork of tho river 
for four miles and niado a boo line three 
miles up a caiion to snow line whero we 
camped near a puak, which wo called 
lievoillu Peak, between seven and eight 
thousand feet high. There is scrubby 
limber above snow lino. Wo melted our 
drinking water from tlia snow. liales and 
Denahie each shot a marmot, a species of 
ground hog, weighing from ton to 
twenty pounds. They inhabit tho meadows 
above and around tho snow lino, and aro 
very good eating to a hungry man. On 
Ruveille I'o.ik we first saw the Oascade 

' 'iiiii to the south and to the east. 

Mount Baker in aii „ra„dflur and 
and greatness lay before us to tue norcn. 
Tho biiHo of tho mount was somewhat 
below us. It was the morning of tho 2yth 
of .luno that wo determined to make tho 
ascent of Mount Baker, Wo wore al- 
ready exhausted, and had been discour- 
aged more thau a dozen times and spoke 
of returning, but wo stuck to it. If it 
had not been for the vim and determina- 
tion of Mr. Bales I doubt it any of the 
party would have attempted tho ascent, 
Mr, Graham did nut want any of it, and 
romainod in camp, Mr. Duimhio thought 
ho saw a more practicable route thau tho 
rest intended to take. He started out 
aluno, gun in hand, to tho west sido of 
the mountain toward tho crater. On his 
way up ho shot at eiu'ht mountain goats, 
of a pure white color. Uo did not hit 
any, as ho mistook the distance, and tho 
goats ilcd over the top of the mountain 
between the dome and the rooky peaks. 
When Mr. Denahie came near the orator 
hearing rumbling noisoa and shiftings ho 
became frightened, his heart failed him 
and hu took back tracks. Messrs, Bales, 
Crossan and myself started up from tho 
south. Wo followed some rocky ridges 
that consisted of loose rock and appeared 
liko a railroad grade. From tho ridges 
wo took to the snow. On our right was 
an imnienBe glacier that was awe-inspiring 
to say tho least. We counted four or fivo 
glaciers around Mount Baker. We jour- 
neyed, several miles through the snow, 
and then stopped to investigate. Ahead 



to the north lay a glacier, we concluded 
that routo to bo impassable. Wo saw a 
rocky peak east of the snowy peak with 
rocky ridges leading thereto, and we do- 
oided'to make tracks aeveral-: miles to tho 
eaift and go up from the southeast side of 
the mountain. As wo journeyed on wu 
became cxhau-ited. The sun relh-cting 
on the snow made us fileupy. Tho rarified 
air had a depressing ellect nn our breath- 
ing, and at every .'step wo would sink to 
our knees in anow, which niado it nccea- 
HBiry for us to stop and rest every little dis- 
tance. Mr. Crossan became livid in tho 
face aud isaid ho would have to return, 
which ho did; wo wore then threo ipiarters 
of tho distance to the top. Mr. Bales 
and mystjf continued cj by constantly 
urging 'eiiich' other, and by resting fre- 
quouUy we succeeded in gaining the eust- 
ero r.aminlt of the mountain, twenty-five 
fei^c from the top. Wo passed by inouin- 
etable fia8uro8,soinQ over 150 feet through, 
of solid icB with water running under- 
neath.

To tho 
east, south, northeast and southwest, fur 
itO iiiilds oaoh way, nothing but siiovv- 
oapped peaks of every coiicuivable aluipu 
met our i;uzu. To the V^'cat I'ngot Sound 
in all ila vvuuliiigs, tho Olympian range of 
mountain.-) ;iiul \'anciiuvei- Islaiicl. Jf we 
had had a very powerful glass wu, doubt- 
less, could have seen the people on Boa- 
oon Idill, as it waa on a Sunday when 
niuiiy were thoro. To tho east we saw the 
Skagit valley. Thoao valleys seemed to be 
4 or 5 miles widu and very open country, 
111 one of the valleys wo discovered u buaii- 
tiful lake about three miles square, which 
we called Cruiul Viow Lidc, We shut oil' 
our rcvolvurs as an iudicatiou to those in 
the camp eight miles bolow that we had iir- 
rivod at our dostiiiatiou and Wbru ready to 
deHcend. Mr. Bales reserved one shut in 
case he fell into one of .the lissurea below, 
Bufore staitiug he said to inu, "Lowe, it 
you bellovo in u God and ever expoct to get 
baok you want to pray now." doing down 
we made good time; in jilacos we would 
slido on tho suuw. 'I'hoii iiyuiu the jnonu ii- 
tuni gsiiutd in runiiiiij,- v.Muhl load vi.-i to 
jump eightuoii and twenty feet at a linio, 
When w4 got nearly two-thirds of tin- way 
down we left the old traces and expected to 
cut off somo , distuiico, but v.o soon found 
ourutilves tdiiubiug ou all fours ou ii wull of 
ico and snow u foot and a half wide, with 
each leg hanging in two separate fissures. 
With much difficulty wo extricated ourselves, 
und wo arrived in camp in 1 hour and 40 
iniiiutiis. We wore seven hours going up. 
Wo Mrere a pitiable Kpectuclu indeed ! Our 
fuees were bloated, and the! raw lleali was 
exposed. Our eyes wore ntVoctuil, aud I bo- 
oame nuow-bliud aud coulil hiirdly see. 
Mr, Bales' foot wuh swolleu from being 
frozeu. We started down tho middle fork 
of tho Nootsack aud mudo 47 miles from 
Whatcom. Weatoour lB8tmenJ,aud hadlt>i!V 
so veral pounds of flour and a few slices V)l 
bacon left of our provender. 

Ws'deteriniBed to bnild ssverol rafts and 
made quick' time. In throo and a halt hours 
we bad two rafts isunchod with oiir blaiiketH 
and rides sfciirely fastened with ropes. 
Whon we got into the rapids we rushed 
along at tho rate of twenty milos an hour, 
but soon

out. Wo stuok to it uud pushed her oil' the 
rocks aud hoou had her to lights again.

In com- 
ing up I instantly grasped the rope that 
tied the blankets, and that saved me, for 
it pulled me several feet m^ariir the shore.

We traded thcio pistols aud blankets 
and were soon gliding down the river in a
